prosecuting Attorney Joseph 
I. Micldetbwait was in the 
midst of his argument for the 
state in the Eoy Jordan mur- 
der case- Prosecutor Mickle- 
thwait expects to close his 
argument by 4:30. This will 
be followed by the charge of 
Judge James S. Thomas to 
the jury.

1 In his opening argument, 
At- 


torney W. D. 'O'Neal, Saturday 
morning, when court convened at 
S o'clock, complimented the court 
officials for courtesy shown him 
on his initial visit to this city. A 
capacity crowd greeted the court. 
Since the evidence was completed 
Friday, interest of spectators has 
not subsided. 


"No crime is committed with- 


out a motive." This statement the 
attorney held was recognized by 
every court and student of law in 
the world. 
"What could have 


been the motive of Roy Jordan to 
tnke the life of his wife?" There 
is not a single iota of 
evidence 


adduced on this witness stand that 
would show a motive. 


In order to have a motive, the 


attorney said, there must be a 
iiope of reward. 
He cited as ex- 


ample that 
sometimes persons 


carried life insurance upon some 
members of their families. 
This 


would furnish a motive. In hope 
of reward, he contended 
the ac- 


cused had none.

SUBJECT WAS "THE EETAIL MERCHANTS" 


A. Sehapiro was called upon for 


a talk on "The Retail Mer- 
chants." He recalled the condi- 
tions as ho found them upon his 
arrival in Portsmouth twenty-nine 
years ago. 'He said that for years 
he hnd thought tho West End had 
allowed good opportunities to pass 
hy. It had been neglected by 
property owners and the mer- 
chants themselves. He said there 
ivas no excuse for it going 'back- 
word. The Ohio river was a great 
factor in making the West End.

Boston firm, which operated the largest tallow dip factory in the country, which, of a fact, was about the sole survivor in this once general and flourishing industry, announced, last week, that it would discontinue the making of tho 
candles. Thus another institution of the past makes surrender to progress. A generation ago not only every well regulated, but most every family of every kind, kept a stock of tallow candles on hands, according to their prudence and 
means.

CARRANZA CHALLENGES RIGHT TO KEEP ARMY IN MEXICO 


Surprise Expressed 
That U.S. Is Pained 


Over Tone of Note 


Washington, D. 0., July 1—Unless General Ounua'i i*ply 


to the hut American note dnmnnillng in cxpluatton of hli inten- 
tions arrives today and is u defiant H private advices from Mexi- 
co City have indicated, it is oonjjdered probable President Wil- 
son mil have to wait at least until next Wednesday before pladng 
the Mexican situation before congress. The house planned to ad- 
journ today over the Fourth of July, and its first settion will be 
Wednesday.

It was plain that administration officials wtre impatient at 


the failure to receive any word of when the Mexican note might 
be expected, since the demand for a prompt reply went to Mexico 
early last Sunday. How much longer President Wilson would eon- 
sent to wait was a subject of much speculation. 
Another indica- 


tion tending to support the belief that the reply will be unfavor- 
able was the memorandum given out yesterday by the Mexican 
foreign office. It specifically denied all the charges contained in 
the American note replying to General Carransa's representations 
for withdrawing of troops, and laid the blame for attacks on Amer- 
icans in Mexico in the carelessness of the Americana themselves. It 
is untrue, the memorandum stated, that the Mexican authorities 
have protected bandits who raided Americas border communities, 
cr have made small efforts to apprehend them. 


Strong assurances may be given in tbe Mexican reply, it is be- 


lieved by officials here of the defacto government's ability to pro- 
tect the border against further raids. Tbe Mexican embassy stated 
fifty thousand troops would be available for this service if the 
American line is withdrawn. . 


Mexico City, July 1.—The for. 


eign office yesterday issued a 
memorandum in reply to Secre- 
tary Lansing's 
recent note, in 


which the correctness of .asser- 
tions iu the communication from 
Washington were repeatedly de- 
nied. The memorandum declares 
that the United States had no 
right to maintain its armed forces 
on Mexican soil. 


The memorandum contains 35 


counts. Although not in the form 
of a direct reply to the Washing- 
ton note, it is considered equiva- 
lent to .an answer to that docu- 
ment. 


It expresses' surprise that the 


Washington government should 
have been pained at the tone and 
the contents of the Carranza doc- 
ument, since it maintains, that the 
United States has sent to the Con- 
stitutionalist 
government 
not 


only one but many discourteous 
and even overbearing notes. 


Emphatically 
reiterating' the 


Mexican government's 
position 


denying the right of the United 
States to keep armed bodies 
in 


Mexico, the memorandum denies 
energetically that the 
Mexican 


government has protected bandits 
who had committed depredations 
in the -United States and 
defies 


Washington to produce proof of 
the assertion.

New York, July 1—-President Wil- 


con mtde it plain in his speech at 
the New Toric Pres§ Club banquet 
last night that he will not counten- 
ance a war with Kezico until there 
ifl no other alternative for Bottling 
tha border troubles. 


Again he declared that he was 


ready to sacrifice his own political 
fortunes in order to carry out his 
convictions as to what would be tbe 
just course to pursue. 


The president's 
audience, com- 


posed of newspaper men, state and 
municipal political leaders and oth- 
ers prominent in public life, signified 
their endorsement of bis position by 
repeated outbursts 
of applause. 


When he asked if the glory of 
America would be enhanced by a war 
of conquest in Mexico, shouts of 
"No" came from all parts of the ban- 
quet hall.

Washington, D. C., July 1—Unless General Carranza's reply 


to the last American note demanding: an explanation of his inten- 
tions arrives today and is as defiant as private advices from Mexi- 
co City have indicated, it is considered probable President Wil- 
son will have to wait at least until next Wednesday before placing 
the Mexican situation before congress. The house planned to ad- 
journ today over the Fourth of July, and its first session will be 
Wednesday.

It was plain that administration, officials were impatient at 


the failure to receive any word of when the Mexican note might 
be expected, since the demand far a prompt reply went to Mexico 
early last Sunday. How much longer President Wilson would con- 
sent to wait was a subject of much speculation. 
Another indica- 


tion tending to support the belief that the reply will be unfavor- 
able was the memorandum given out yesterday by the Mexican 
foreign office. It specifically denied all the charges contained in 
the American note replying- to General Carranza's representations 
for withdrawing of troops, and laid the blame for attacks on Amer- 
icans in Mexico in the carelessness of the Americans themselves. It 
is untrue, the memorandum stated, that the Mexican authorities 
have protected bandits who raided American border communities, 
cr have made small efforts to apprehend them. 


Strong assurances may be given in the Mexican reply, it is be- 


lieved by officials here of the defacto government's ability to pro- 
tect the border against further raids. The Mexican embassy stated 
fifty thousand troops would be available for this, service if the 
American line is withdrawn. 


Mexico City, July 1.—The for-
